CHICAGO (IP) — D eneen W atson, 
, Chicago attorney, w ithdrew as a 
candidate for the R epublican s e n ­ 
atorial 
nom ination

.C rim e Commission. 
W atson said he would support 
W ym an actively in the cam p aign . 
, He said he would “ m ake ev ery 
effort” to have his n a ii c rem o ved 
from the ballot but w asn ’t certain 
.he would succeed. 
State authorities usually com ply 
with requ ests to rem ov e a n a m e 
from a ballot so long as it h a s 
not yet been printed. 
Watson said he spent the week- 
. end talking w ith supporters in C hi­ 
cago and dow nstate and obtained 
assu ran ces from them th at they 
would s u p p o r t W ym an. A m ong 
thorn, hie said, w as Illinois S u prem e 
Court Ju stice 
R alph Maxwell of 
Nashville. 
Watson also said he talked w ith 
another candidate, E d g a r N. E l­ 
bert, Maywood, trying to win his 
support for W ym an, but E lbert r e ­ 
jected the suggestion. 
W ym an expressed 
gratification 
over W atson’s decision, and said 
"W e have alw ays had the highest 
regard for each other . . . We see 
eye to eye on the need for a v ig o r­ 
ous support of the E isenhow er p ro ­ 
g ram and if we both continued as 
candidates we would m erely split 
the vast m ajority of the R ep u b ­ 
licans of Illinois who a g ree with 
us.”

N EW YORK —(N E A )— Will the 
traditional eoffee-break of today 
become the tea break of tomorrow ? 
There seems to be a good chance 
of it if the coffee price future re­ 
mains as dark as it is right now 
Since 1945. according to Bureau 
of Labor Statistics figures, 
the 
price of coffee has boiled up 200 
per cent, against 35 per cent for 
lim 
And while a leading spokesman 
for the tea industry asserts "we 
do not anticipate further uppings 
of tea prices,” the top coffee men 
blackly foresee retail coffee prices 
at $1 20 $ I 25 
Against this. the average price 
for a quarter pound of loose tea 
is 35 cents; 48 tea bags average 
:»8 cents. 
On the basis of stand­ 
ards established 
by both indus­ 
tries, you should get 40 cups from 
a pound of coff ox*, and 50 cups 
from a quarter pound of tea 


Thus, in pantry shelf arithmetic 
even without figuring a boost in 
coffee prices—today’s homemade 
cup of coffee costs about tbrei* and 
a-half times more than a cup of 
tea 
(The actual figures; Coffee, 
a 2 limes as much as loose tea, 
2 6 times as much as tea hag tea.) 
Tea consumption in the U. S has 
increased by 20 million pounds in 
the last five years and by more 
than one and a half billion cups i ii 
1953 alone 
Nevertheless, top tea 
men insist this steady increase has 
no connection with the percolating 
price of coffee 
"Tea producers have no evidence 
that many people have switched to 
tea because 
coffee prices have 
gone up 
Americans do not dunk 
on the basis of economy,” An 
thony Hyde, executive director of 
the Tea Council of the I 
S., told 
NKA Service 
“ It’s .simply a matter of more 
and more Americans discovering 
they like tea.” he added 
Also, 
Americans are learning to brew 
Iga properly. That’s a tremendous 
factor. 
It used to be that Amen 
can women made tea too weak, 
just as British women made cof­ 
fee bx) weak ” 


Until the present price boost, 
at least, the U. S. apparently had 
n’t stopped drinking coffee because 
it discovered tea. 
In 1910, coffee 
consumption averaged 304 cups per 
year per person; today ifs figured 
at 660 cups. 
In very round figures, tins would 
he some KHI billion cups, which is 
an awful lot of coffee 
And the 
experts say that Brazil, the main 
source for the I' S., doesn’t have 
an awful lot of coffee right now. 
hence the price rise 
The Brazilian Embassy in Wash 
ington says its country’s reserve 
is down 
to 1,500,000 hugs 
(132 
pounds to a bag) 
The National 
Coffee Association of the I 
S . 


says there are only about 460,000 
bags in this country today 
Both 
of these figures leave a lot of emp­ 
ty cups when you consider that we 
imported 20,274.(XX) bags in 1952. 
a fairly typical year 
Brazil's shortage is blamed on 
severe crop shortages due to last 
year's frost 
Since replenishing a 
coffee crop takes time, experts 
figure there won't be much more 
in the pot for about 18 months 
Other coffee 
producing counties 
(Colombia 
ranks second) would 
need time to bood their crops, too
